THE KISMINSKI CASE. 


Deportation, to Siberia Apparently an Un- 
warrantable Severity. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
BUFFALO, (N. Y.,) June. 17.—A letter 
from Acting Secretary Uhl of the State 
Department has been received by Attor-. 
in the Kisminski case, which he lately 
bore to Washington, in order to enlist the 
aid of the United States government to. 
release the Polish-American citizen from 
the Siberian mines. Mr. Uhl finds after 
examination of the case that Kisminski 
was a native Pole who came to the United 
States after having taken part in the un- 
successful revolution of 1863.. He says: 
“There is eno naturalization convention 
between the two countries and no treaty 
of limitation upon the power of either 
government to proeed against a foreign 
nation or subject returning to its terri- 
tory for an offense prior to emigration. It 


‘is held by. Russia that emigration with- 


put imperial consent is an offense liable’ 
to punishment upon the return of the 
offender within. Russian jurisdiction,. 
whether he has been naturalized in the 
meantime in another country or not. The 
extreme penalty of deportation to Siberia 
is, it would seem, rarely applied and the 
department cannot conjecture the ground 
of the order of exile in this instance, un- 
less it be thatthe antecedents of —Mr.. 
Kisminski are deemed to warrant excep- 
tional severity.’’

A SCENE OF HORROR. 
Experience of an Engineer in the Silesian 
Mine Expiesion.

ing from the explosion that occurred in 
a-mine near here a few days ago is 232. 
, Engineer ;Kouht, he sole survivor of the 
‘party that went to attémpt the rescue 
of the miners, said, in an interview today, 
that he heard a fearful explosion on Thurs- 
day night. He immediately rushed to the 
pit, from which a densé smoke and cloud 
of coal dust belched forth. He formed a 
party, and descended the shaft into the 
mine. He entered the fourth level, where 
he found the bodies of twenty-four miners 
and. several dead horses lying at the: en- 
trance. The gallery was blocked with 


While waiting for reinforcements, fif- 
teen survivors issued from the well lead- 
ing. from the fifth level. They were almost 
exhausted, . Kouht- signalled for help. 
Suddenly a terrific explosion occurred, 
hurling the wagons together, and throw- 
ing Kouht.to the ground. His hat fell 
down the shaft, but he clutched a door, 
which prevented him from going down 
also. The lamps in the level were ex- 


his mouth, and this prevented him from 
being choked to death by firedamp. He 
was, however, gradually losing his senses 
when the pitmen, fleeing from the lower 
level, went up the shaft. Kouht shouted, 
and was taken into the cage, and raised 
to the surface. 22 

A second rescue party descended into 
the mine, and bravely entered the gal- 
leries. They found all the first rescue 
party dead. The rescuers continued their 
explorations, and, although they were 
badly burned, recovered some bodies, most 
of which were unrecognizable. The mine 
is still burning, and it will not be possible 
to resume work for six months. The vic- 
tims were buried this afternoon. and the 
services were marked by many distressing 
scenes. 

The whole district was flooded yesterday 
by the overflow of the Vistula River. The 
bridges “at Darkau and Karwin were 
blocked, and several others were destroyed.

an object of anxious study tn many’ parts 


of the world, whose vanished woodlands 
have left desolate landscapes, besides im- 
perilling the valleys of the rivers and 
their bordering cities. .The splendid work 
of the forestry schools of Germany, the 
planting of vast areas of -the Scottish 
Highlands with trees, the creation of the 
far-extended mountain reservations in 
New York, Massachusetts and Nebraska, 
and our own California and other States, 
are too well known to need rehearsal here. 

The greatest advancement in tree cul- 
ture in America arose from the institu- 
tion in Nebraska, in April, 1872, of the 
festival called Arbor day, which is now 
officially recognized in more than thirty 
States. In one of these alone more than 
three billion trees have been planted. 
Already the bare prairies of the Missis- 
sippi Valley, and beyond, are dotted 
with groves and lines of beautiful trees, 


| valuable for their shade and for their 


service as windbreaks, as well as for 
their charm in the else monotonous land- 
scape. 

The Great American Desert will tn time 
become not only the granary of the world, 
but also the Great American Park, rich in 
its elms, maples and oaks, besides count- 
less trees of local fame.

A HOLE IN HER? 


Steamship Ethiopia Plunges Bow on Into 
e an Iceberg. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

GLASGOW, June 17.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Anchor-lime steamer Ethiopia, 
Capt» Wilson, from. New York June 2, re- 
ported yesterday as having been damaged 
in a collision with an iceberg, has_ar- 
rived here. She has a large hole in her 
bow. The accident occurred on the after- 
noon of June 6, during a heavy fog. The 
steamer struck the berg with great force, 
and the water began to pour in through 
the hole matie in her bows. Orders were 
given to clear away and lower the small 
boats, preparatory to abandoning the ship, 
but before the tackles were cast off from 
the decks, Capt, Wilson had the pumps 
placed near the spot, and soon found the 
steamer was making comparatively little 
water. 

The order to lower the boats was coun- 
termanded, and the crew were ordered to 
build an artificial bulkhead. This was 
done, and the bulkhead was covered with 
canvas, which greatly checked the inflow 
of water....A number of bags of flour, part 
of the vebsel’s cargo, were then piled up 
near the hole. When the flour was sat- 
urated, it formed a cement like a wall. 
As soon as the berg was seen the engines 
were stopped, and were not started again 
for two days. 

Nobody was vgs and the cargo sus- 
tained little “The action of the 
officers and crew “5 the Ethiopia, at the 
time of the collision and afterward, was 
highly praised by the passengers, and a 
purse of £54 was subscribed by them to 
be divided among the crew.

Death of the Noted Landsc: Landscape Painter at Mt.

MOUNT VERNON (N. Y.,) June 17. —Wil- 
liam Hart, a noted landscape painter, who 
for years has been prominent in the art 
world, died in his. residence, on Chester 
Hill, this city, today. Hart was born sev- 
enty-two years ago in Scotland, coming 
to America in his youth, where he entered 
the trade of carriage painting. It was 
while pursuing this vocation at Alabny,

A quotation from the Apostle 
James seems to be specially appropriate 
here, viz: ‘If any man among you seem 
to be religious and bridleth not his tongue, 
this man’s religion is vain.’

TEMPLE-STREET CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 

For several weeks the pastor of this 
church, the Rev. A. C. Smither, has been 
lecturing upon the rise, growth and pecu- 
liar characteristics of the ‘Great Re- | 
ligious Bodies of Christendom”’ as illus- 
trated in the work of Christ in America. 
‘Lectures have been given upon ‘‘Catholi- 
cism,”’ ‘‘Lutheranism,’’ ‘Calvinism’ and 
*“Episcopalianism.’’ Last evening the 
lecture was upon ‘‘Presbyterianism in Its 
Rise, Growth and Peculiarities.”’ 

The speaker said that Presbyterianism | 
was an advance in the great relious re- 
formation of the sixteenth century upon 
Episcopalianism, and very largely owed 
its existence to discussions and differences 
of opinion upon church government: In 
this feature of church work is found the 
chief distinction between many religious 


bodies. 

He then said that Presbyterianism was 
largely rooted in the doctrines of Calvin, 
though he was not the originator of that 
denomination. He then traced its rise in 
Scotland under the preaching of John 
Knox, and its growth in England _ under 
the name of Puritanism, and later as 
Presbyterianism as differentiated from the 
Independents. The speaker then took up 
their history in'the United States, giving 
a running account of their various di- 
visions and contentions, setting forth the 
fact that in Presbyterianism a man had 
his choice from twelve varieties.  . 

He said that Presbyterianism stood in 
the front of those battling for good against 
the wrong; that it was strong in edu- 
cational facilities and. in missionary enter- 
prises; that it had much wealth and social 
standing; that it was a great and: digni- 
fled body of religious people and exercised 
great influence upon the religious thought 
of the world. 

Next, Sunday evening ‘‘Congregational- 
ism’’ will be the subject for the lecture. 
The following Sunday this congregation 
will move from their present location to 
their new house of worship atthe corner 
of Hope! and Bleventh streets, where with 
better facilities for work they will grow 
more rapidly. 

BACCALAUREATE SERMON.

Weight Not Edible. — 


‘What is Done With the Porcine and 
Bovine Surplus. 


Most Interesting Details of the Big Business 
of the Bloody Butchers — Blood, 
Bones and Biadder—‘‘Every- 

thing Goes.’’ 


CHICAGO, June 9.—(Special Correspond- 
ence. Copyrighted, 1894; by Charles C. 
Haskins.) During the World’s Columbian 
Exposition of 1893 several hundred thou- 
fand persons visited the stock yards an 
the shambles, witnessing the slaughter 
of animals, destined for food,eand viewing 
in detail the cutting up of these and pre- 
paring of them for home use and the for- 
eign markets. While enough was seen by 
these visitors to awaken profound admira- 
tion for the humane methods of tak- 
ing life, and the cleanly, economi¢ hand- 
ling of the edible products of this im- 
mense slaughter, there are many side is- 
sues, or by-products, resulting from butch- 
ery. which the general public would hardly 
find in a. personally-conducted tour 
‘through Packertown. 

Something like 30 per cent., nearly one- 
the avoirdupois of the animals 
to slaughter is not edible. When 
we read in the live-stock market report 
that there were received in one-day 9000 
cattle, 1000 calves, 15,009 hogs and 6000 
sheep, we are struck with amazement when 
we are told that so large a _ proportion 
of this living mass must be disposed of 
elsewhere than in the market stall to 
remunerate the owner; otherwise but few 
of the ordinary wage-earners could afford 
the luxury of a steak or chop for a Sunday 
dinner. 

What becomes of all this mass of inedi- 
ble matter has been the subject of inquiry 
by a representative of this journal, for 
the benefit of its readers, and the mass 
of information derived can hardly be 
otherwise than both interesting and in- 
structive, 

In their. introduction to the mysteries 
which end in death, the cattle and sheep 
are in most cases met, after their long 
ride and subsequent sojourn in the stock 
yards—Packertown and. the  stock- 
yards are as distinct as two industries 
can well be—are met by a Reception Com- 
mittee, in the form of an ox, in the case 
of the cattle, and an innocent-appearing 
goat or docile sheep for the muttons, 
who, hypocrites that they are, lead the 
procession on its funereal march as sol- 
emnly and as soberly as ever an under- 
taker walked beside the coffin of his best- 
paying corpse. But just before the clos- 
ing of the gate, which shuts the living 
‘world behind them, the ox bids em a 
silent farewell, the goat and the sheep 
turn away, without a tear or a whimper, 
and go trottnig merrily back to their an- 
chorage, jingling their little bells as. joy- 
ously as if they deemed their murderous 
act worthy of all commendation by right- 
thinking people. ‘ 

From the instant the ox is down—or 
rather up, for no ‘sooner is he felled than 
he is triced up, head down—the economic | 
saving begins. His jugular veins and 
artery are severed, and a cascade of blood 
pours from huge opening formed by 
a single stroke of the razor-edged knife. 
Where does this crimson tide flow? Down 
through the. floor to a Weceptacle, from 
whence it is pumped or carted away while 
} yet fluid, to be treated for various pur- 


poses. 

Blood,. which is the nutritive fluid of the 
various tissues, consists of a water con- 
taining chlorides of sodium and potassium, 
other salts of soda, lime‘ and magnesia, in 
solution, and small solid bodies called 
corpuscles, which go floating about in the 
fruid, the larger portion of these being red, 
while a few are colorless or white. These 
corpuscles are quite minute, being only 
about one thirty-two hundredths of an 
inch in diameter, in the human body. 
Blood contains about two hundred parts 
in 1000 of solid matter, 800 parts being 
water. 

When blood is cooled ‘it coagulates, the 
fluid portion, containing the soluble salts, 
is set free, and this becomes an article 
of commerce, market for it being found 
among the paperhangers who. know it as 
““stick,”’ and who use it for purposes which 
ge indicates. 

ut there. is a more extensive use 

of the best grade of blood. The Lammas 
refining industries create a steady demand 
for it, but only use the uncontaminated 
and pure article. The raw, yellow and 
darker grades of sugar are refined to 
give us the beautiful crystals with which 
to season our tea and coffee, by the aid 
of the bullock’s blood, which is carefully 
cared for and neatly handled by the Pack- 
ertown magnates. 

The raw sugar is first hoisted to the up- 
per floor of the refinery, dissolved in huge 
tanks of hot water—as little of this fluid 
being used as possible—a proper quantity 
of pure, clean blood is thrown into the 
solution and the heat gradually increased; 
the albumen of the blood rises as a/scum, 
bringimg with it nearly all the mechanical 
impurities. Then filters of thickly-woven 
cotton goods receive the syrupy mass 
which are kept in a steamy atmosphere 
to facilitate the flow. Then a second fil- 
tration takes place, in which another by- 
product of Packertown plays an impor- 
tant part. This filter is cf bone charcoal, 
which, as its name indicates, is a char- 
coal of burned bone. This charcoal re- 
moves the last vestige of impurity, and the 
syrup is now simply pure, white sugar, 
in clean water. Evaporation does the rest 
of the work, and the mechanical handling 
gives us the several forms of loaf, ‘cut- 
loaf, granulated, pulverized and other va- 
rieties. 

This’ is the destiny of the pure, clean 
blood, which is carefully handled to pre- 
vent contamination, but there are inferior 
grades of this by-produet which find other 
markets, and are utilized for quite dif- 
ferent purposes. 

One would hardly imagine that the 
blood of an ox or a pig might make a 
button for the drover’s coat, but it may. 
Buttons made of blood are by no means 
rare, and the practiced eye of an expert 
is required to distinguish them from the 
best of hard rubber. The buttons on the 
dairy maid’s shoes may have in them the 
blood of a former pet cow. 

The greater portion of the blood of in- 
ferior grade goes to the “court of last. 
resort,” as the fertilizer house has been 
called, where it is associated with much 
of the coarse réfuse of this wholesale 
slaughter. - 

Having disposed of the blood let us re- 


comes of the balance of the animal. The 
heavy body, hanging on a railroad (an 
overhead affair,) has been moved from 
where it was bled, the head has been re- 
moved, the feet skinned and cut off. A 
remarkably dextrous stroke of the knife 
has opened the animal lengthwise and 
the skin under the manipulations of dex- 
trous “‘siders’’ and “backers” and ‘‘rump- 
ers’’ and ‘“‘hide droppers’’ and others, has 
been stripped from the carcass by these’ 
several operations, and the hide has gone 
through an opening in the floor down a 
chute into the hide cellar, to be salted 
and piled away for future sale, eventually 
to become leather for the thousand and 
one uses. for which it is applicable.

Dehorning 
cattle has gradually increased the value 
by decreasing the supply, but there 1s 
never any lack of demand for horns. 
Portions of the refuse are quite valuable 
for the grease they contain, so these are 
rendered, and when this is ended there 
lie at the bottom of the kettle a confused 
mass of bones, in addition to other solid 
matter. There are bones. crooked, and. 
bones straight, hard, soft, solid, porous and 
other bones. Certain of these have a 
‘money value as bones. The shin bone is 
particularly hard, smooth and straight and 
available for a multitude of purposes. 
These are sold by the hundred and counted. 
‘Before the shipment an expert scraper of 
bones handles each individual bone, care- 
fully removing any remnant of meat, ten- 
don or other foreign matter with a scrap- 
ing tool, and each bone is as white and 
clean as it‘’is after it has made a trip 
of several thousand miles and back to you 
in the shape of teeth-brush handles, but- 
tons, combs, dice, toothpicks, knife and 
fork handles, paper cutters or fan handles. 
Your own white-handled pocket knife may 
have part of a Packertown ox in its con- 
‘struction. And there are other bones 
which go abroad besides the shin bone, 
but these last are the most valuable. 
Broken bones, porous bones and all the 
inferior grades, after all the grease and 
the gelatine are extracted, fall into a 
crusher and are made dust of for the 
fertilizer, if they are permitted to ‘“‘rest 
their bones in their native land,’’ but 


ca 


to make bone charcoal, bone black and 
bone ash. 

The hair which has been removed from 
the glue stock is not lost, being burned 
in a close retort, and the fumes washed, 
liquid ammonia or hartshorn is recovered. 
From this, by chemical manipulation, the 
ammonia is freed from its water, and finds 
place in the manufacture of artificial ice in 
breweries and cold-storage warehouses. 

The tuft of hair on the tail goes into 
the curled-hair factory. 

Even the contents of the slain animais’ 
stomach is made available. The owner of 
the ox, before disposing of it—let us as- 
sume that he is prompted by humatie in- 
stincts—keeps the creature well filled up 
te the time of sale. Of course, he is sold 
by weight, and a goodly.amount of weight 
is found in the stomach. A stock-yards 
animal never goes to his death with an 
empty stomach; he is neither hungry nor 
thirsty when he is knocked down. ae 
and hay make good fuel, and this portio 
of the offal is pressed, dried and burned 
under the name of ‘*Texas nut’’ coal. 

The fertilizer, that oderiferous Rome; 
to which so many roads lead, is interesting 
in its way. The amount of bone dust, 
animal and vegetable refuse here saved 
from loss is astonishing. The smoking. 
of the meats, both pork and beef, is done 
by smoldering hard-wood fires. Ashes, cf 
course, result, and these go, with so much 
other refuse, into -the fertilizer. It is. 
the grand catch-all of. the slaughter-house. 
The- material which goes to make up this 
heterogenous compound is rich in phos- 
phates, lime, magnesia, potash, sodium, 
animal matter and manures, besides other 
things too numerous to mention, and too 
minutely pulverized to be discernible. 


it is not at all unusual to find nails, fence 
wire, stone and wood to help make up 
the medley. What of these is not sifted 
out is pulverized, and goes to help make 
this the richest of all manures. 
; It would almost. seem that everything 
belonging to the ox had been accounted 
for’ but the gall bladder. Even the con- 
tents of this—the bile— is available. The 
gyer and scourer uses it for cleaning pur- 
poses, and the bookbinder finds it of value’ 
with which to dilute his ruling fluids. _ 
The young calves have a monopoly of an- 
other salable product, the inner lining 
of the true stomach, which, is known among 
dairymen as rennet. Its ultimate destiny 
is the cheese factory, where small portions 
of it are used for curdling the milk for 
| Cheese. It does thig through the gastric 
juice it contains. They are salted and 
dried, after having been thoroughly 
cleansed, and are then in condition: to 
wee ed a long time. 
e hog, in many respects, does not 
| differ in the character of by-products with 
which to aid the packer in turning an 
honest penny. When he is‘lifted out of 
| the scalding vat by a huge, many-tined 
fork and tumbled onto the scraping-table, 
one man on either side of the table as he 
rolis down makes a grab at the long 
bristles of the neck, securing a select 
few for particular uses. These men are 
not employees of the packer, but are 
employed by other outside parties—brush 
men—who pay for the privilege. As the 
animal proceeds on his-way revolving 
brushes and sharp knives in the hands 
of the bench men clean the hide most 
effectually. The best bristles go to the 
brush factories, while the inferior grades 
are used by the plasterers. The shoe- 
makers use a few, and bristles have 
been found in “curled hair.”

QUESTIONS TO DECIDE 


The Ordinance Fixing Telephone 
"Rates is Now Ready. 


What the City Council Will Have to Busy 
Itself With Today—The School Bond 
-Matter—Applications for Elec- 
trig Power 


The matter of telephone rates is ex- 
pected to be presented to the City Coun- 
cil at today’s meeting. It will be remem- 
bered that several weeks ago a special 
committee, of which Councilman Munson 
was chairman, was recommended to make . 
a recommendation for the fixing of tele- 
phone rates, as the Council has a right to 
do under the city charter. The committee 
reported last week, recommending that 
the City Attorney be instructed to present 
an ordinatice fixing the rates for tele- 
phone service at $4 per month for busir_} 
ness places and $2.50 per month for resi- 
dences. The report was adopted, and in 
the natural course of business the City 
Attorney will present the ordinance to- 
day. 

As has been noted heretofore, the Sunset 
Company insists that it cannot do busi- 
ness at stich rates, and Louis Glass, special 
agent for the company, will appear before 
the Council today and ask that the ordi- 
nance ‘to be presented be not adopted. 

The City Attorney was last week in- 
structed, on’ recommendation of the spe- 
cial Committee on School Bonds, to pre-. 
pare and present an ordinance calling 
a special election for November 7 next 
(the day succeeding the general election) 
for the purpose of submitting to the 
‘voters of the city the proposition of voting 
bonds for iné¢reased school facilities. In- 
asmuch as the election can be just as well 
held on that date, if ‘the passage of the 
ordinance be delayed for some time, it is 
not probable any action will be taken on 
the ordinance today, further than, perhaps, 
to lay it on the table. 

The situation is somewhat peculiar as 
regards the two applications to come up to- 
day, asking for franchises for the develop- 
ment and distribution of electricity for 
light, heat and power purposes. It will 
be remembered that Capt. A. W. Barrett 
presented an application last week, and 
the matter go referred to the Board of 


board A. appeared and stated 
that he represcnted orvage who want 
such a franchise, and who willing to 
put the conduits undergroun fe ‘ e busi- 
ness part of the city, and pay the city 
2 per cent. of the gross receipts annually. 
The» Board of Public Works has not as | 
yet prepared any recommendation on the 
matter, ahd the action takén today will 
be awaited with interest. 

The Finance Committee has not yet 
presented any report on the investigation 
of the affairs of the Street Superintend- 
ent’s office, which investigation was held 
several weeks ago. The committee will 
aye a chance to report .on the matter to- 

ay 

Proposals will be received today for the 
grading and cement curbing of Figueroa 
strect from Adams street to the southerly 
charter boundary of the city, and also for 
the grading, graveling, cement curbing 
and cement sidewalking of Third street, 
between Chicago and Saratoga ¢treets. 

The Board of Public Works will report 
recommending that the protest against the 
‘granting of an electric franchise for West- 
lake avenue (formerly Providence street) 
be sustained. This protest was presented 
after it was learneé that the Council had 
in mind the changing to that street of the 
‘route asked for by H. E. Storrs, between 
Seventh and Tenth streets. As the mat- 
ter now stands the only available streets 
between Seventh and Tenth streets, by 
means of which the franchise can be 
made to reach Westlake Park, are stated ‘ 
to be Alvarado, Lake and Westlake ave- 
nue. Protests have been presented from / 
the property-owners and residents on each 
of those streets respectively, asking in each 
case that no franchise be granted for car- 
lines along their street, as proposed. :
